YFhen all is ready, a drunken carousal

Sometimes a 
good place with plenty of rnbber plants 
is found after a march of two or three 
days, bat ofteuer the jonrney takes a 
week or inure. In this case the men 
keep carriers on the road with feed for 
tbem. because there is nothing to be 
had in these parts witb tbe exception of 
game. 


Tbe rubber in central Africa is not a 


tree, but a Tine, often three or four 


j inches in diameter. This vine generally 
; climbs up tbe tallest trees, aud tbe ua- 
i tives often use one of the vines to as- 
; cend tbe tree. After the branches are 
reached, which in most cases are at 
least 60 feet from the ground, the wen 
proceed to cut tbe vines away at the 
top, leaving only one for tbeir descent, 
and this one, if possible, not a rubber 
vine. It seems strange that tbe natives 
act away the rnbber plants and so de- 
stroy them instead of tapping tbem, bnt 
they are too lazy to learn any other way. 


j 
After the vines b&ve fallen they are 


' cnt into lengths of three or fonr fest. 
and the jnice is collected into iron pots. 
This is a tedious job. The piece of tbe 
vine is held over the pot, first by one 
end, then by tbe other, until tbe juice 
ceases running. Tben the piece is cut 
again to get at any jnice which may 
have been left in tbe middle. After a 
pot is nearly full a , rest is taken, and 


, tbiH jnice is boiled for nearly two boars, 
and daring the boiling process is mixed 
with tbe juice of other vines and some 
lime juice, so that the mixture is more 
sticky and easier formed into balls. 


As soon ns it cools down sufficiently 


to be bandied the hardening rubber is 
shaped by winding it at first around a 
•tick. After a bit tbe stick is pulled out, 
and the ball is rewound to finish it off; 
lu some places these balls weigh three 
pounds or more each; in others five of 
them make a pound. Tbe purity of the 
rubber depends much upon how much 


t other juice hits been added. The best 
i and purest is tbat obtained from the 
j juice without boiling. This is only 
! found in the shape of bracelets, because 
the natives wind the juice as it runs 
out around their wrists and let it dry 
there. When perfectly dry, it slips off 
easier. This would be transparent rub 
bPr if the skin and fingers of the ua 
tives were not so very dirty. 


The natives often used to put foreign 


substances, such as small stones, palm 
nnts and little balls of grass, into tho 
rnbber ball to make it heavy. They 
were soon found out, and every ball is 
now cut through the center to reveal its 
mixture. Often the rgbber is buried for 
some days because it draws the icois 
turefrom the ground, which adds to the 
weight. Cheating is resorted to becanse 
the pay is so poor. It takes a party of 
eight or ten men and boys six to eight 
weeks to gather from SO to 100 pounds 
of rnbber. The value of this, if all i 
first class, is from 800 to 250 yards of 
cotton cloth or 40 gallons of ram or S 
or 4 flintlock guns. Surely this is poor 
pay for t bis kind of work. 


Still tbe natives rejoice greatly if the 


men from one town return with 100 
pounds. It seems like a fortune to them, 
because they need so little tbat civi- 
lized people crave and pay for. When 
this little fortune is spent and tbe 
weatber permits, another trip is under 
taken to the rnbber region.—New ¥ork 
Bon.

It is of 
peculiar value to Americana, not only 
as affording a means of comparison with 
our own postoffice work, bat because it 
ibows aiicvv the close buuds of liUbJut-ss 
aud friendship between the two great 
nations. Mr. Schooling illustrate* bis 
statistics with graphio diagrams. 


Th* first thing that strikes the eye iu 


the report ia Ibe cost of tbe British post- 
al service aud the profit, for Great Brit- 
ain makes a profit in this department. 
The waefcs cf employees altuie amount; 
to $3;,600,000 a year, while tbe total 
coil of tha (ieuartiueut for tlifa same pe- 
riod is$5a,75'\000. 


Tho receipts amount to $68,730,000, 


leaviug a balauce of $15,000.000 proSc 
a year. Tbis would make a very star- 
ting comparison with a large yearly de- 
ficit cf our own postoffice were it uot re- 
membered that Great Britaiu owns lUe 
telegraph too. Doubtless large tele- 
graphic profits offset a deficit in tbe 
strictly postal business. On tbis point 
Mr. Schooling is unfortunately silent. 


While Great Britain exchanges 88,- 


000,000 letter* \vitb Europe, sho ex- 
changes 61,000,000 with America. This 
shows the bond between Europe aui 
America, for the next continent oil tha 


J<! list is Asia, with whom she makes only 
>>! 22,000,000 exchanges.

In the comparison of nations 


United States stands far ahead of 
other, for 41,000,000 letters are ex- 


igfcd annually between us and Great 


3ritaiu. Tbe next on tbe list ia France, 
with an exchange of 25,750,000 letters, 
and Gtirmany is third, with an exchange 


if 25,300^000. No other nation ap- 
proaches nearer than Italy's 6.500,000. 


Tbe increase in letter writing in tbe 


last 50 years, due to increased education 
and the enlargement of friendship, bus- 
ness and common interests In general, is 
Tery interestingly shown in tba com- 
jjler's tables. In 1846, for instance, the 
British postoffice delivered 10 letters for 
every bead of population, while in 1894 
46 letters for each bead of population 
were delivered. 


With similar intent Mr. Schooling 


•ays: 


"Twenty years ago tbe activity of a 


tiny spot in tbe tiny spot marked Lon- 
don annually delivered 72 letters in tbe 
United Kingdom for every 100 persons 
Irving on the area of tbe whole world, 


sufficiently remarkable performance 


even then. Bat now tbis wonderful 
postotSce machine delivers in these lit- 
tle islands only a number of letters tbat 
suffices to provide each unit of the 
world's population with nearly IK let- 
tere annually, and tbis without includ- 
ing any of tbe other considerable items 
of postal matter, such as book packets, 
post cards, newspapers, circulars, tele- 
grams, etc." 


Tbe comparative diagrams indicate 


tbe amount of postal matter exchanged 
by the United Kingdom with the other 
continents. Tbey show bow closely we 
are bound to the queen's realm through 
tbe ties of the post—New York Herald.

M. Perrin, says the 
writer, advises physicians not to 
dissuade their patients from mar 
riage if there is no diathesis, no he 
reditary disease, and if they are in 
good health and have strong consti 
tutions; on the other hand, it is no' 
well to encourage them, he says, be 
cause even in the best conditions the 
children of such marriages have 
presented irremediable defects. But 
if the physician discovers the'least

tions he should exert all his influ 
ence to prevent such marriages, for

Hiriimo st;£fra?::sts have oiijy 
sought to strain for woman snffragu 
constitutional amendments the cnstoiu- 
ary majority of votes for thf question, 
whernby amendments ct star,* constitu- 
tions are ustudiy adopted. Bat in Idabo, 
on Nov. 8, more than two-thirds of the 
votes cast on the question were recorded 
for woman snffrage. 


And ynt it is claimed by the oppo- 


nents of woman Buffirage that by a pe- 
culiar wording of the suffrage clausa of 
tho Idaho state constitution two-thirds 
of all the voles cast at a general election 
are needed, and that these not having 
been given for suffrage the amendment 
is lost 


Such a provision was never intended 


by the men who voted for the new con- 
stitution. It would be nujust, uunsuai, 
undemocratic and unrcpublican. Wo do 
not believe that the supremo court of 
Idaho will so interpret thn state consti- 
tution. Any snob provision, if it exist, 
•was fraudulently framnd for the express 
purpose of perpetuating the disfrancbise- 
ment of women and was never under- 
stood or intended by the voters of Idabo.

The ~ 
cross on the summit has a rose cut 
sapphire in the center, surrounded 
by 4 large brilliants and 108 smallei- 
ones. The value of this beautiful 
ornament has been estimated by 
Barbot, the French jeweler, at the 
sum of $600,000, which, however, it* 
probably very far below its real 
value.—St Louis Globe-Democrat 


An Orange Battery. 


During a lecture on the subject of 
Novel Electrical Experiments," de- 


livered before the South African. 
Philosophical society by A. P. Trot- 
ter, government electrician and in- 
spector, the lecturer rang up the 
Cape Town telephone exchange and 
asked if any of the longer postoffice 
telegraph lines were clear. The

On 
ThanksgiTing day, when all the rest had 
given op hope, Bob said he believed the 
child could yet be saved and thought he 
knew the man that con Id save her. Aft- 
er sapper he pat on bis bat and called 
in to gee a physician friend of his. Be 
told the physician that a consultation 
had been held in the afternoon acd that 
the child was expected to die that night, 
bat he desired him to come around and 
prescribe for the case as a last resort 


Tbe doctor walked quickly around to 


the honse, examined the sick child ; then 
turniegto MeCnrdy he said: "Bob, I 
think we can save Grace if this pre- 
scription is filled and brought back in- 
iide of aOininntea.

was leisurely riding his wheel, saw the 
scorcher and started after him. Bat he 
didn't know bis roan, for before the of- 
ficer bad goise a square Bob was three 
squares in -the lead. It was jnst three 
minutes after 8 when McCardy reached 
the steps of. the Mo-Henry residence. 
"Brave old man, Bob!" said the sick 
child's brother, who was standing at the 
door, watch in baud. "You have cov- 
ered the distance in 11 minutes aad, I 
hope, saved onr darling's life." Aud 
the hope was realized, for the potion 
which Bob had brought broke the fever, 
the child rallied, and last sight the phy- 
sician said, "I have full confidence that 
our Grace will live and soon be well 
and strong."

the child's sickness was the thoughtful- 
ness of a number of her little girl 
friend* 
They were to have a party 


Thanksgiving evening, bat late Thurs- 
day-afternoon, bearing that their friend 
was going to 'die that night, they decid- 
ed to use the money which they bad col- 
lected for refreshments in baying flow- 
era for Grace's funeral.

H»w » letter M»r B* Recalled. 


The public is uot as familiar with its 


privileges about postal matters as might 
be supposed, says tbe Boston Transcript. 
Mauy times people would like to recall 
a letter after it has been mailed. This 
can be done, even if the letter baa reach- 
ed the postofEce of its destination. At 
every postoffice there are what ar* called 
"withdrawal blanks." On application 
they will be furnished, and when » do- 
posit is made to cover the expense, tho 
postmaster will telegraph to the post- 
master at the letter's destination asking 
that it be promptly returned. The ap- 
plicant first signs this agreement: "It 
is hereby agrefttl time, if tho letter is re- 
turned to me, I will protect yon from 
any end all claims made against you 
for such return and will fnllv indemni- 
fy ynn for any loss you may sustain by 
reason of such action. And I herewith 
deposit $— to cover al) expenses incur- 
red and will deliver to you the envel- 
ope of the letter returned." Iu many 
cases persons have made remittances to ' 
fraudulent parties or irresponsible firms, 
not learning their truo character nntU 
after the letter had gone, and have suc- 
ceeded in rec^Uii^ them.

tbe fevvBTilk ruidcd and destroyed form 
bnt a v«ry small portion of tbe many 
that aro in successful operation, hidden 
away among the rwcsses of the moun- 
tains, secure from the piyingeyes of in- 
formers and the onslaught of revenue 
officers. 


As a rule the great majority of these 


illicit contrivances are of tbe most prim- 
itive character, and generally of small 
capacity. Nearly every farm among the 
mountains has a still secreted some- 
where, and should tho proprietor be call- 
ed upon to surrender his booze and go 
to jail the usual explanation is that the 
moonshine is "for family use omy." 


There are. however, many large stills 


scattered all tbronph this ronph coun- 
try, aud once in awhile some of these 
big fellows get caught. The largest 
moonshine still on record was captured 
abntn a fortnight ago by Brpciy Mar- 
shal TbaxtOD of Polk county, who, with 
a posse, was engaged in makinp a se- 
ries of raids all through that suspected 
region. In this casu tbe officials were 
well prepared for au emergency, but 
had no idea of the warm reception tbat 
awaited them. Guided by an informer, 
they trailed their way up the mountain 
side by the light of the moon, and a 
faint fjlimtner in a ravine far ahead iu- 
dicattd the location of the still. As they 
drew nearer tho fire grew brighter, aurt 
a jolly crowd of ineu conlJ be seen go- 
ing about their work and taiiing among 
themselves. 


At a signal tbe posse, with drawn re- 


volvers, made a dash for tiie spot, and 
the "jolly crowd" jumped for their 
arms. A pitched battle followed, in 
which more than cue "shiner" was 
shot down, bat alter a stubborn resist- 
ance the wholo outfit was captured, 
marched off to jail, and its property 
confiscated. 


If there is one thing a moonshiner 


hates worse tbau a snake, it is an in- 
former. Nulbiug is more detestable to 
the clan tbau a spy and no mercy is 
shown should cue fail into its bauds. 
The Brotherhoijd of Moor-shiners is 
somewhat Binjilar to the old Kuklui 
arrangement, for they will stand by 
each other to the last. The moonshiners 
really have no grievance against the 
revenue officials and will rarely shoot 
or even iujnro thorn, except iu self de- 
fen«i\ but an informer is their common 


i enemy, a:iJ WOP 10 one, of this class 
should ha ever beioand oat or oven sus- 
peered.. 


The revenue officers aro allowed in 


their bill of expraws u certain sura cf 
money to be paid the, person giving in- 


i formation regarding tho location of 
stills, bnt the cash 38 only handed over 
after the still has b^cn found. There 
are individuals in every district looking 
for this sort cf job, and as a promise is 
always given by the officers never to 
divulge the informer's name there aro 
plenty who undertake the work for tho 
bribe offered. Tho treasury department 
rate is flO for each raccessfnl case oi 
raiding, with an addition of immunity 
from arrest no matter how gailty the 
party himself may be. 


It is dangerous for a stranger to be 


seen wandering about the niaunhiiiis 
•lone, let his mission be ever so inuo- 
ceut. A pair of suspicious eyes are fol- 
lowicgevery movement—-perhaps a wo- 
man's or a child's—and should anything 
appear to these watchers to he of a ques- 
tionable nature a rongb chip on tbo 
back and n gruff "What's yer dniug iu 
thtso parts?" may be very difficult to 
explain satisfactorily. 
A tenderfoot 


hunter, after deer or quail, unless ac- 
companied by a local uimrod or some 
other person well known to the clan, 
had better stay at home or shoot his 
game elsewhere. The "hnuter" dodge 
is one frequently employed by inform- 
•ers and detectives, and consequently the 
"shiners*' «ro always suspicions of a 
man with a Run, unless ha comes well 
recommended. 


In Kara!son county, Ga., a young 


man of excellent character was ambush- 
ed by three dfperate moonshiners not 
long since, who spotted him as an in- 
former, and it might have gone hard 
with him had it nut been for his rare 
pluck and rapid wpik with h;s muscle. 
Vouug Koborsou is a rustic atlilote who 
was written down in tho catalogue of 
tho moonshiners as a spy, and u plot 
was laid to make away with him on the 
quiet. The opportunity came one mid- 
night a few weeks ago, when Koberson 
was riding homo from a visit to a 
neighbor. In a very dark part of the 
woods tho "shiner*" waited for th«nr 
victim, and prolly soon he was seen 
coming up tha road, mounted on n 
mule. As he arrived opposite tbo place 
of ambush, quick as a flash throe men 
jumped before hNstepd and ordered him 
to liitlt. The ridor good natnredly snid, 
he hitd no objection, aud quietly dis- 
mounted. One of the men whipped out 
bis pistol and demanded to know why 
be reported thorn to the revenue officers.
